CROOKEDNESS IN THE SAN FRAN- 


CISCO CUSTOM HOUSE. 


The San Francisco custom house corps 


is excited. They are not, perhaps, in as 
great trepidation as the city boodlers, 
who dread the grand jury, but they are 
uneasy, nevertheless. 
It has been dis- 


covered that high-priced woolen goods 
have been appraised as cotton, and ad- 
mitted upon the payment of one-tenth 
the duty fixed by law, and that tobacco, 
on which the duty is two dollars per 
pound, is appraised at thirty-five cents 
per pound. The difference to the Gov- 
ernment on one consignment of tobacco 
is estimated to be over $100,000, and 
what the revenue has lost by reason of 
admitting high-priced woolen goods as 
cotton, has not yet been ascertained, but 
it will probably amount to many thous- 
and dollars. 
One appraiser, named 


Leavy, left for parts unknown. His last 
acts before taking his departure, and be- 
fore his rascality was discovered, were to 
appraise the duty on a shipment of 24,- 
535 pounds of Sumatra tobacco at $8,587, 
when it should have been |49,070; and 
to appraise another consignment of 333 
bales of tobacco at $15,000, when it 
should have been over $100,000. 


It is not, perhaps, remarkable that the 


firms, which, through the connivance of 
dishonest officials, were defrauding Hie 
revenue, are advocates of a high tariff. 
Bo long as they could, by bribing ap- 
praisers, smuggle woolen goods through 
the custom house as cotton, and tobacco, 
on which tbe tariff is two dollars per 
pound, they had great advantages over 
importers, who did not understand "ad- 
dition, division and silence," and could 
well 
afford to contribute liberally to 


campaign funds to elect McKinley men 
to Congress, and to keep an Administra- 
tion in power that would keep their 
friends in the custom house. 
The higher 


the tariff, of course, the more profit on 
smuggled goods, which paid only a small 
percentage of the duty, and the more the 
smuggler could contribute to buy votes 
to keep up the tariff to war figures. 


Appraiser Leavy, who is only one of 


many, who, as Government officials, are 
engaged in the smuggling business, is an 
ardent Republican, a great admirer of 
McKinley, and by sharing tbe profits 
with the importers, could keep himself in 
favor with the Administration by cheer- 
fully paying the assessments levied on 
Federal office holders, to keep the wicked 
Democrats in the minority.

THE COAi, PRODUCT. 


A Census bulletin just issued, shows 


that the coal product of the United States 
reached a total of 141,830,513 short tons 
iu the Census year, and was valued at 
$160,286,223 at the mines, before any ex- 
penses for transportation were incurred. 
The product included 45,000,437 short 
tons of anthracite coal, worth $05,879,- 
514, and 895,039,010 short tons of bitu- 
minous and lignite, valued at $94,340,- 
809. The average value of all salable 
grades of anthracite at the mines, was 
$1 58 pur ton, and of bituminous coal 
99 cents per ton. 


In 1880, the total coal product included 


28,649,012 short tons of anthracite and 
42,831,758 short tons of bituminous coal, 
the value of the entire product being 
$95,640,396. The product increased in 
quantity 97.57 per cent, and in value 
07.52 per cent, during the decade. 


The total number of persons engaged 


in the coal industry in 1890 was 399,559, 
nnd they received $109,130,928 in wages, 
nn average of about $377 each per an- 
num. As this includes the wages of Su- 
perintendents, foremen, etc., who receive 
good salaries, it is safe to assume that the 
wages of those engaged irk mining and 
handling the coal, does not average $300 
a year. It is said that the average wages 
of Pennsylvania coal miners is 81 cents 
per day, but in the Western States the 
wages are higher.

Julien to describe the scene and events of 
the robbery, Witness Conroy said: 
"I 


was sitting at the table at the time the rob- 
bery occurred; I had the money partially 
piled upon the table; Dr. Bergstein came 
up the stairway; I saw him as he canoe up; 
I think on the second stair; I supposed 
that he was coining up to play, and in- 
formed him that the game was closed; he 
said that it made no difference, as he conld 
play as well at any other time; the game 
was very quiet that night, to we closed 
early; Dr. Bergstein remained a little while 
talking; he started to go down the stairs, 
and as he started down I saw him smile, 
and wondered why he did it; I had just 
made up a stack of money, and looking up 
saw Dr. Bergstein coming back again; just 
after he came in the room I saw a man 
with a mask on and a j>istol in his hand 
come in; I could not imagine what he 
meant, but when I saw him advance to the 
table masked, I thought he was bent on 
robbery; T asked him what he wanted, and 
he simpij replied 'ugh,' 'ugh;' be took a 
pile of money, put it in his pocket, and 
then took the stack of $400 and did like- 
wise, at the same time making a polite 


bow, 
backed off to the head of the stairs 


and retreated Sown; after he had gone 
down the stairs four or five steps he turned 
slightly and looked back and raised the 
mask BO that I could see a part of his face, 
one side from the eye down," 
Witness 


illustrated to the jury the manner in which 
he had the mask on. 


Question. 
Did you recognize the man 


who committed the robbery? 


Answer. Yes. 
Q. Have you ever seeo him since? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Is that man in this room now? 
A. Yea. 
Q. Who is it? 
A. 
Mr. Horn. 


On cross examination Mr. Winei, of the 


counsel for defense, examined 
witness 


closely on all points brought out in the ex- 
amination in chief. He acknowledged that 
in identifying this man he was enabled to 
do so by the fact that he had Been him be- 
fore, and not from any thing he recognized 
about the robber. 


Mr. Conroy's examination occupied the 


entire forenoon, and at

had a personal acquaintance with him; tbat 
his reputation was good and that he never 
beard anything derogatory to him. 


Colonel Maxaon was the next witness.

Wm. Canghlin, Jerry Canfihlin and W. 


O. Hill were also examined by the defense. 
J. S. Miller was examined, and gave a 
minute description of a number of men 
that he saw down by tho engine bouse, 
and that they were scheming ana plotting 
to do somebody up; that they boarded a 
train soon after the robbery. He gave a 
straightforward story, and bis testimony, 
after a critical cross examination, was in no 
way shaken by Woodburn.

The 
companions of the bereft husband have 
returned to their sagebrush heath but he 
linger*, for elopments are not recognized 
in the untutored code of ethics, and he 
says be will be murdered if he dares lo re- 
tarn without her." 


The first witness called was S. W. Dpaon, 
who testified to the arrest and search of the 
prisoner at the Justice Court. 


William Crews testified that defendant 


lost about $48, mostly in greenbacks, the 
day before the robbery at the game iu 
which be was dealer, and won about $8 at 
another time. 


Mr. Rnsaak, the tailor, was called, and 


testified to tho kind and color of clothes 
worn by the defendant the day before the 
robbery. 
On cross examination by Mr. 


Wines witness was badly confused, and his 
memory failed to recall much of value. He 
testified that the similarity ot things con- 
slated mainly in the fact that they were 
different. 


After a searching cross examination wit- 


ness was allowed to go. 


The testimony of Officer Richard Nash, 


owing to his illness, was stipulated to the 
short-hand notes taken at the previous 
trial. 


The State offered in evidence the pistol, 


and mask and $272 20 in money found on 
defendant's person.

fense was in the form of depositions which 
had been taken ia Arizona nnd New Mex- 
ico, where Horn formerly lived.

All tended to

Horn was always well and favorably known 
as an honest and upright citizen, upon 
whom there had never been attached the 
slightest suspicion in any way. The depo- 
sition of Miss Mollie M. Cooper, cashier of 
the agency at Denver, was read, showing 
his financial condition, 


The defense then read the testimony of 


Richard Nash, which had been stipulated 
in by both parties, as taken from the re- 
porter's notes at the last trial.

Commissioner IIallies Says Nevada Will 


be In It, 


Hon. J. W. Haines, World's Fair Com- 


missioner from Nevada, tells the San 
Francisco newspaper reporters that though 
the bill for on appropriation of $25,000 
had been defeated in the Nevada Legisla- 
ture, the State will be represented at the 
World's Fair. The Examiner reports him 
as saying: 


"As for Nevada we intend getting to- 


gether as fine a lot of ores as can be pro- 
cured anywhere. We think, in fact, that 
Nevada will lead in ores. Besides this, 
we shall have a large exhibit of cereals, 
fruits and vegetables. In all these we cm 
make a flue showing. There ia no better 
fruit raised anywhere than we have this 
year in the Carson Valley. Other valleys 
stand forth almost equally prominent. It 
ia so with the grain and vegetables. 
Ne- 


vada has advanced so rapidly in agriculture 
that we have no fears whatever aa to what 
we can do. 


"As for the $25,000, or thereabouts, 


that we will need, we have received assur- 
ances that the next Legislature will appro- 
priate it, and meantime several of us have 
decided to advance what is necessary to 
start it. Farmers will deliver the fruit and 
grain at the railroad free of charge. The 
exhibit at the State Mining Bureau of ores, 
with what Superintendent 
Thomas of 


the Sutro Tunnel, and various others will 
have, will mako an exceedingly creditable 
exhibit in a mining way. These will be 
delivered free at the railroad, and the rail- 
road will give as at least a half-rate, and I 
believe eventually a free rate of transmis- 
sion. So after all we will have a good 
exbibit. 


"We do not intend to erect a building 


for Nevada at Chicago, but will neo part of 
the main building or an annex. Tho Coast 
Geological Survoy people reported—and it 
was republished not long ago by our State 
Immigration Board—that we had in six 
valleys from 6,000,000 to 7,000,000 acres of 
fine agricultural land that could be irri- 
gated by the storage system at one dollar 
an acre. We want this known t> the world, 
and we want people to settle on this land. 
There is no better way as a starter than to 
be well represented at the World's Fair."

The telling of the stories of stagecoach 


days on the frontier has only just begun. 
For every one yet told there are a thou- 
sand better ones hidden in the mountains, 
hanging in faint echoes about the camp- 
fires of the pioneers. 


If you live awhile in the cabins along 


the Yuba, above Marysville, you vrill 
find miners still coyoting among the 
thrice sifted piles of gravel for the after- 
math of '49; you will find old stage drivers, 
with bent and twisted hands, who know 
every noted driver of tho Pacific coast; 
you will hoar stories of staging in the 
fifties and sixties, in the wildest parts of 
the Sierras, that have never reached 
print, but have been carried on through 
manifold traditions until they have 
reached the completeness and the dig- 
nity of an epic of the stagecoach. 


Besides the longer stories one hears 


there are dozens of lesser episodes of the 
staging days—the episode of Smoky's run- 
away, for instance. 


Smoky was a famous stjage driver be- 


tween Grass Valley and Marysville, by 
way of Penn Valley, Bough and Ready, 
Sinartsville andTimbuctoo. About 1861 
he was in his glory, the ideal of a driver, 
and able to hold Ins own with any one on 
the route. He received his name from 
tbe remark of a little girl, the' daughter 
of the hotel keeper at Murphy's ranch. 
She once slid off his lap and ran off, say- 
ing that he was "too smoky to' stay 
with;" she "liked men who did not puff 
cigars in her face." 


After this episode Smoky's real name 


fell into disuse; ho was "Smoky" and 
"Old Smoky" from the Sierras to the 
Sacramento. 


On the day when Smoky had his run- 


away affair the stage swung into Grass 
Valley early in the morning with two 
passengers aboard, both inside. 
They 


had breakfast, and then Smoky took 
charge. He drove arotind in front of the 
store to wait for another passenger; he 
put on the brake, as he supposed, twisted 
the reins about the brake bar, and went 
into the store. 
The four horses started 


off at-full speed, and striking a stone 
the jar let the brake loose; then the 
horses flew down the grade like sons of 
destruction. 


The passengers tut in silence, a little 


surprised at the rapid motion, but be- 
lieving that the driver was on the box. 
One of them was a small, nervous, bright 
eyed young man, newly como to Califor- 
nia—a young man who was juat begin- 
ning a career of invention and manufac- 
turing achievement that has given him 
place among the score cr so of foremost 
Californians. The other man was a 
mere nonentity. 


The young man with the bright eyes 


began to see that something was wrong 
with the stage. It went too fast; it 
swung too much. He climbed on the 
scat and let down the narrow window 
nearest the driver's box. He leaned out 
and managed to raise himself far enough 
to see that tho horses were running 
away. He called to the driver, but re- 
ceived no reply. 


The yonng man reflected that tho road 


ahead was not an easy one for a runa- 
way stagecoach to manage. They were 
now on the down grade, next came a hill, 
then another descent, then a second hill, 
then a. long, steep and winding piece of 
down grade. The horses must be stop- 
ped before this descent was reached or a 
suuishup was inevitable. lie decided to 
do his best to check tho horses. If he 
failed he would jump out and leave 
them. 


The first thing to do was to swing on 


the driver's box. A heavier man might 
have failed, but the young stranger was 
alert a,nH muscular; he watched his 
chance, caught the iron bar at the end 
of the seat, drew himself out, poised a 
second on the window sill and leaped 
upward just ns the stage coach swung 
toward him. He found himself landed, 
in consequence, upon the driver's seat 
and clinging to the brakebar. The lines 
were flying wildly over the heads of the 
horses or tangled under their feet. 


The young man began to put on the 


brakes, not with any hasto, but slowly 
and carefully. The great curving blocks 
of oak settled down against the wheels, 
but the rapidity of the vehicle's motion 
was now such that there was danger of 
heating the tires and causing them to 
fly from the wheels. 
Again *nd again 


he tightened the brakes, and released 
them, steadying the massive coach as it 
swung around the sharp curves of the 
dusty road and reeled from side to side 
like a drunknn giant. At one moment 
the yonng i&in felt the coach scrape 
against the cloven pine roots of the 
mountain side, and at the next he felt it 
eddy along the verge of the ravine and 
lean over the aby&s as if ready to plunge 
down into the tops of the oaks on Niggev 
Flat, BOO feet below. 


Pretty soon the bottom of the grade 


was reached, and the young man "put 
the brakes down hard." But itwasonly 
a little rise after all, and tho horses wore 
running at the top of their speed. The 
stage went on, hardly checked by the 
doubled obstacles, and began another 
descent. Again the same tactics fol- 
lowed ; the brake was used with the ut- 
most skill and patience, but nil outsider

matter who wanted it. Ho was the 
"man wot stopped Smoky's turnout on 
the Penn Valley grade." Even today if 
the hero of this true tale were to leave 
his great mills and business enterprises 
in San Ifrariciaco snd goto the wilds of 
Modoc and Sishiyou beyond the outposts 
of tho railroad, he would be almost sure 
to discover that Ins name and fame were 
known; that the word would be sent 
along tho line, "Smoky's passenger is 
goin' over this road," and tho grumpiest 
of old stagers would unbend and treat 
him as an equal. The young man who 
climbed out over the wheel and "put 
down the brnkds" on Smoky's stagecoach 
thirty years ago, is still an honorary 
member of tho craft of ancient and 
weather beaten masters of the whip and 
ribbons. 


Perhaps tho reader will think that the 


story is incomplete without the name of 
the young man. It was A. S. Hallidie, 
the inventor of the cable car system of 
San Francisco and of many valuable 
mining and engineering contrivances.—
